Devastating floods herd­ 
ed 20,000 p e r s o n s from 
their homes in five Appa- 
lach ian Mountain s t a t e s 
Tuesday and a March bliz­ 
zard d u m p e d foot-deep 
snows and high - way - blocking 
drifts on the G reat Plains. 


A massive storm system pum ­ 
melled the nation from the P a ­ 
cific Northwest to New England 
and lashed the Southland with a 
one-two assault of tornadic winds 
and house-busting floods. 
Flood w aters triggered by tor­ 
rential rains and melting snows 
turned 
placid 
m ountain 
creeks 
and stream s into raging torrents 
overnight. An estim ated 20,000 per­ 
sons—10,000 in Kentucky alone — 
fled ahead of swirling w aters in 
Virginia, West Virginia, Kentucky, 
Tennessee and A labam a. 
At least eight persons drowned 
and

higher. Heavy rains kept falling 
over the flood-washed mountain 
w atersheds and a Tennessee Val­ 
ley Authority <TVA) official said 
the flood "looks like a big one” 
that could equal or surpass a dis­ 
astrous 1957 flood that claim ed at 
least 14 lives.

The nine of 
diamonds was then led ani 
tr u m p e d with the eight of 
spades. South received a rude 
jolt when East overruffed with 
the nine of trumps. 
Declarer was quite unlucky 
to nm into a four-one spade 
split as well as a six-two divi­ 
sion in diamonds. However, 
his failure might more aptly be 
attributed to a simple defect in 
his vision. His eyes were so 
firmly fixed on disposing of his 
losing diamond, that he over­ 
looked a far superior method 
for producing a 13th trick, 
namely, r u f f i n g one of dum­ 
my’s hearts in his own hand. 
It was correct for South to 
test the trumps first but, when 
West shows out on the second 
round, he should cross over to 
the ace of diamonds in order 
to trump a heart with the five 
of spades.

Souring The Milk 


You come into a town, as I did into Norfolk, Va., 
last week, and you find it concerned not with prob­ 
lems of world import but with an immediately localized 
ca.se of rape and murder. This is evil in the form that 
strikes home at everybody. 


The particular rape and murder that had Norfolk 
in an uproar wa^ an extraordinarily repellent crime. 
A 14-ycar-old girl had pinned a notice in a laundromat 
that she wanted babysitting jobs. This gave a 2.3-year- 
old sailor with a wife and 16-month-old son a gruesome 
idea. He called the 14-year-old’s home, .said he needed 
a babysitter for the night—and then, after driving her 
off into a mar.sh, proceeded to assault and kill her. 


This is the sort of crime that is making our 


society a ghastly one to live in. 
Not only is it 


hideous in itself, hut it strikes directly at all ease 


in smdal relations. It poisons the milk of human 
kindness at its source, makes everybody distrust­ 
ful of everyone else, and condemns people to staying 
home and gazing at the wall. 


The institution of the babysitter was. in its origins, 
a happy re.srionse to a great need. People can’t get 
servants any more, and young couples often work in 
towns that are far distant from their parents and other 
relatives. If they are to have any social mobility they 
must have access to babysitters in default of grandma 
or a live-in cook. The babysitters, teen-age girls for 
the most part, take jobs because they offer plea.sant 
ways of making a little money. Usually the privilege 
of raiding the refrigerator and watching television goes 
along with the work. The whole business comes under 
the heading of fun as well as being a gratefully 
received service. 


Now, the man who would take advantage of the 
inniK-ent institution of babysitting to carry out a rape 
and murder is preying on the best impulses of human 
beings. Unfortunately, the contemporary world seems 
to be breeding more and more of this type of utterly 
depraved monster. 


While I was driving out of Norfolk I noticed that 
many sailors were trying to thumb rides. They weren’t 
being picked up. Though my own car was stuffed and 
1 wouldn’t have been-able to take along an extra pas­ 


senger anyway, I reflecteil nonetheless that I wouldn’t 
have picked up a stranger even if I had had four empty 
seats. It’s been a long time now since 1 have accom- 
mfsiated a hitchhiker. 


Why? 
Because of the rep<>llent rases I have 


heard about of hitchhikers who have robbed and 
even murdered (heir benefactors. A couple of years 
ago there were stories of particular stretches of 
road in Utah and New . Mexico where the robbing 


and raping and killing of generous car drivers and 
their families was an almost weekly o<'currenre. 


As I drove out of Norfolk thinking about the in­ 
humanity of anybody who would repay kindness and 
generosity with a revolting assault, 1 thought back to 
my own young days a.s a hitchhiker. That was in 1920 
and 1921, when the automobile age was just getting 
into Its stride 
I wa.s working in California in an orange 
packing hou.se, and whenever 1 had any time free I 
used to hitchhike from Claremont, near 1.4>s Angeles, 
down to Palm Siamgs on the de}»ert. You could always 
count on getting a ride 
Later I hitchhiked all over 
Calitornia, through the San Joa(|uin Valley and up into 
the great national park.s of Sequoia and Yo.semite. 
pÉ'ople were not afraid of hitchhikers then, for insofar 
as there wa.s a criminal element in hobodom it was 
.still riding the rods of the freight trains. 
The auto­ 
mobile road.s have only recently b**en spoileil for inno­ 
cent hitchhikers by a vicious element that recognizes 
no obligation to anyone who is kind enough to accom* 
moilate a stranger by giving him a lift. 
For a safecracker one might have sympathy 
I'he 
safecracker does not betray generosity 
If he plans a 
bank rohfwry. he must pit his skill against intricate 
Iwks. strong steel doors, and electrified burglar alarm 
systems. 
With the safecracker it is strength agaimst 
strength, with no quarter given or askeil 
I could wish 
him an easy .sentence, with time off for good behavior. 
But a man who would take criminal advantage of 
an adolescent babysitter or a kindly middle-agwl car 
driver should get the bo«>k thrown at him tn the full 
•xtent permitted by the law.

CLINTON, Tenn It wa.s a little 
over five years ago that three 
charges of dynamite ripped open 
the Clinton High School in the

height of the desegregation crisis 
and on the very same night the 
.schfK)! board of Anderson County 
had met to plan new junior high 
school.

walls, 
twisted 
desks 
and 
tables, 
with 
plaster 
.scattered 
everywhere. 
Dynamiters with hatred in their 
hearts had torn holes in Ameri­ 
ca’s proud tradition of love thy 
neighbor as thyself. 
Strong men wept as they sur­ 
veyed the wreckage of torn books, 
twisted lockers that once held 
children’s 
sweaters 
and 
lunch 
boxes, and broken gla.ss every­ 
where. 
However, the school board fol­ 
lowed the advice of Gov. PYank 
Clement, “ to show those dyna­ 
miters that Clinton High School 
isn’t going to be closed for a 
single day,’’ by holding cla.sse.s in 
the gymnasium, then moving to 
an old schoolhou.se in Oak Ridge, 
then slowly—without much help 
from Wa.shington—rebuilding their 
school. 
The Germans Gently Turn The Tables On U. S.

The outcome of Special Ambas­ 
sador Livingston Merchant’s long 
visit to Bonn would be downright 
hilarious if it were not so interest­ 
ing and potentially significant. 
In brief, German Defense Min­ 
ister Kai-Uwe von Hasse! gently 
turned the tables on the .State De­ 
partment 
theorizers 
and 
other 
thinkers of large 
thoughts 
who 
first floated the multilateral deter­ 
rent 
scheme 
which 
.Merchant 
came here to expound. 
This scheme for a multinational 
nuclear force, 
controlled 
by 
a 
multinational committee, was or­ 
iginally promoted — one may as 
well be blunt about it — not as a 
nuclear deterrent in the u.sual 
sense, but simply as a deterrent of 
additional national deterrents. 
Each member of the controlling 
board or committee was to have 
a veto on the use of the multina­ 
tional force. That meant an Amer­ 
ican veto, as well a*s a lot of 
other vetoes. Militarily, therefore, 
it was not at all clear why the 
multilateral deterrent would add 
much to the U. S, Strategic Air 
Command. 
Politically and psychologically, 
to be .sure, the .scheme offered 
undoubted advantages to the Euro­ 
peans. It would admit them to 
partnership in a 
strategic 
nu­ 
clear strike force — the sign of 
being a top power nowadays. Fur­ 
thermore. the American nuclear 
warheads were 
to 
be 
handed 
over outright, without any two- 
key-carrying American sergeants 
eternally attached to them. 
Above all, it was hoped that the 
multilateral 
deterrent 
scheme 
would keep the Germans happy in 
the face of the potential tempta­ 
tions of Gen. de Gaulle’s force de 
frappe. The scheme was in fact 
warmly welcomed in Bonn when 
first pre.sented here some weeks 
ago. 
The German Defen.se Ministry 
even contributed an amendment, 
by sugge.sting the possible use of 
surface ships to carry the new

deterrents’ missiles, instead of the 
much more costly Polaris sub­ 
marines. 
This amendment was 
tentatively accepted by the Penta­ 
gon before the Merchant mission.

The e.sti- 
mated price tag was no less than 
$.600 million a year for 10 years. 
And this huge sum was to be laid 
out for a force whose value was 
primarily psychological and politi­ 
cal — costly adman’s gesture, in­ 
deed.

Dn these grounds, von Hassel 
and his team proposed eventual 
abandonment of the veto in favor 
of majority rule in the multilateral 
deterrent’s controlling committee. 
They did not ask for majority 
rule right away. But they did ask 
for it after some years, when 
most of the force would he oper­ 
ational and tested at sea. 
As anyone can see, this quiet 
German 
proposal 
revolutionizes 
the theorizers’ neat scheme. If 
the proposal is adopted, what was 
to have been a mere deterrent of 
additional 
national 
deterrents, 
governed by a U. S. veto, will 
first of all escape from 
S. 
control though not from U. S. 
influence. 
Secondly, the costly psycholog­ 
ical-political 
gesture 
will 
be 
abruptly 
transformed 
into 
the 
germ, or first essay, of a Euro­ 
pean deterrent — for Europeans 
will be in overwhelming majority 
on the control committee. If these 
transformations are not agreed 
to, it is doubtful whether the Ger­ 
mans will go forward with the 
scheme. Hence the ball is now 
back in the U. S. government’i 
court^ 


Despite the Congressional and 
other resistance that may be ex­ 
pected, President Kennedy will 
be wise to give prayerful consid­ 
eration to the German proposal. 
To be blunt about it, the Western 
Alliance is ultimately doomed un­ 
less the American policymakers 
break their 
own 
long-ingrained 
habit of 
playing 
governess 
to 
Europe. 
That is where Gen. de Gaulle is 
dead right. For Europe, conspicu­ 
ously including Germany, will in 
the end break out of the West­ 
ern .Alliance as now constituted, 
unless Washington 
concedes 
to 
Europe the fullest equality with 
the United States. To do this, the 
terrible nuclear hurdle must some­ 
how be jumped, and this is what 
the Germans have now asked.

Today I revisited the new Clin­ 
ton High School. It displays a 
bronze plaque in the entrance hall 
giving thanks to the thousands of 
Americans all over the country 
who sent nickles and dimes and 
dollars to buy “ bricks of friend- 
.ship” to rebuild the school. 
And those who contributed will 
be interested in knowing that their 
money has been well spent. Prin­ 
cipiai W. D. Human, the strong 
man who wept when he saw his 
school in a shambles five years 
ago, conducted me, with pride, 
through the new buildings. 
In one basement room where 
the dynamiters had struck hard- 
e.sl, 
Spani.sh - language 
.students 
were listening to Spanish on tape 
recorders and recording their own 
voices to perfect their pronuncia­ 
tion. 
In the science lab which had 
been dynamited just as new equip­ 
ment was being moved in, stu­ 
dents had just finished an experi­ 
ment with 
their spick-and-span 
modern equipment. In the new 
English 
room, 
students 
were 
studying Dicken.s—the same room 
where immediately after the ex­ 
plosion I had di.scovered a tray of 
barley seedlings with a notice be­ 
side it: “ Don’t bother this experi­ 
ment—Kermit Jeffress” 
Strangely the dynamiters who 
destroyed almost everything el.se 
in the school seemed to heed this 
advice. They did not bother the 
experiment 
In the old F!nglish room, now 
the stenographic room, girls were 
busy pounding away on modern 
typewriters. When I had visited 
the school after the explosion, a 
notice on the blackboard announ­ 
ced: “ Fmglish III literature as­ 
signment for November—The new 
nation, the golden age,” and went 
nn to list the great writers and 
poets 
who 
helped 
inspire 
this 
nation in the vigorous years when 
it was uncorroded by hate—I/iw- 
ell. Whittier, Cooper, Irving, Poe, 
Holmes, Longfellow. 
On the blackboard beside these 
names 
was 
written 
“ do 
not 
erase,” and significantly, the hate 
explosion did not erase this list 
of stirring writers. 
The techniques of teaching have 
changed somewhat in the new 
schoolhou.se, but the invigorating 
literature of those years is still 
being taught and. more important, 
Clinton High students are follow­ 
ing its lessons. 


The nine Negro children who 
huddled by them.selves like scared 
sheep during those early months 
of trial, no longer practice segre­ 
gation. There are .36 of them now, 
out of l.KK) students, and they 
have become part of .school life. 
One Negro boy is on the basket­ 
ball team. And when I addressed 
the school a.s.sembly, the thirty-six 
scattered among their white class­ 
mates. 


I dropped in on the domestic 
science class room. Four girls 
had baked .some biscuits—three of 
them white, one colored. When 
Mr. Human asked who had baked 
the biscuits, a white girl replied: 
“ We did,” and waved to include 
the Negro girl as well. 
A couple of years ago this would 
not have happened. 
Last year when the senior class 
graduated, 
its members volun­ 
tarily picked a Negro girl, Sandra 
Hale, to sing the chief musical 
number. There was some skepti­ 
cism in the community about this 
decision, but came graduation day 
and Sandra .sang. The response 
was enthusiastic. An important 
barrier had been hurdled. 
Perhaps more important, the 
rest 
of 
Anderson 
County 
ha.s 
overcome a harrier. Very quietly 
this 
fall 
another 
county 
high 
school was integrated—in Lake 
City. 
This is a mining community 
where Negro .students have been 
going by bus to school m Knox- 
village and when the time cam« 
to intergrate last fall, some of 
them wanted to continue in Knox­ 
ville. They dreaded the shock of 
integration. However, school hoard 
members told 
them; 
“ No, we 
have class room facilities here at 
home and we think the community 
is ready for the change” 
So the change was made—and 
accepted. 
Another 
important 
milestone: 
R. G. Crossno, the dairy man 
whose milk was boycotted when 
he, as a member of the school 
board, went along with integra­ 
tion, has now won back his cus­ 
tomers. 
Slowly wounds have healed, hate 
has 
evaporated. 
It 
has 
taken 
time. But the Httle community of 
Clinton has not only rebuilt its 
school as a monument to law and 
order, but has cemented its hu­ 
man relations as an example to 
the world that people of different 
faiths and races can live together.

It is two-pages 
single-spaced and some of the 
things one man might write to 
another cannot be published, but, 
underneath the kidcling is a senti­ 
mental warning to a pal. Helling­ 
er, a one-time Rtoadway column­ 
ist and a Hollywood producer, 
had a working arrangement with 
Hemingway to turn some of the 
author's l^ k s into motion pic­ 
tures. 
“ Dear Mark;” the letter says, 
in part. "Only thing that spooks 
me is you over-working. 
Don't 
do it, damn it. 
Over working, 
over 
drinking, 
over 
anything, 
over-working is the worst. 
The 
others are self-liquidating. 
In 
over-drinking, the liver turns on 
you and tromples you with those 
hobnails. 
But that over-working. 
Lay off that over-working papa. 
" I can see how you’d look as 
a corpse.

But hell pappy, it won’t

around making just enough and 
not too many of those pictures.

Then curtains Hemingway kept 
his appointment at dawn

These Days

Souring The Milk 


You come into a town, as I did into Norfolk, Va., 
last week, and you find it concerned not with prob­ 
lems of world im port but with an im m ediately localized 
case of rap 
and m urder. This is evil in the form th at 
strikes home at everybody. 
The particular rape and m urder that had Norfolk 
in an uproar wa^ an extraordinarily repellent crim e. 
A 14-year-old girl had pinned a notice in a laundrom at 
that she wanted babysitting jobs. This gave a 23-year- 
old sailor with a wife and 16-month-old son a gruesom e 
idea. He called the 14-year-old’s home, said he needed 
a babysitter for the night—and then, after driving her 
off into a m arsh, proceeded to assault and kill her. 


This is the sort of crime that is making our 
society a ghastly one to live in. 
Not only is it 
hideous in itself, but it strikes dirertly at all ease 
in social relations. It poisons the milk of human 
kindness at its source, makes everybody distrust­ 
ful of everyone else, and condemns people to staying 
home and gazing at the wall. 


The institution of the babysitter was, in its origins, 
a happy response to a great need. 
People can’t get 
servants any more, and young couples often work in 
towns that are far distant from their parents and other 
relatives. If they are to have any social mobility they 
m ust have access to babysitters in default of grandm a 
or a live-in cook. 
The babysitters, teen-age girls for 
the most part, take jobs because they offer pleasant 
ways of m aking a little money. Usually the privilege 
of raiding the refrigerator and watching television goes 
along with the work. The whole business comes under 
the heading of fun as well as being a gratefully 
received service. 
Now, the m an who would take advantage of the 
innocent institution of babysitting to carry out a rape 
and m urder is preying on the best im pulses of hum an 
beings. Unfortunately, the contem porary world seema 
to be breeding m ore and m ore of this type of utterly 
depraved m onster. 
While I was driving out of Norfolk I noticed that 
many sailors w ere trying to thum b rides. They w eren’t 
being picked up. Though my own car w as stuffed and 
I wouldn’t have been able to take along an extra pas­ 


senger anyway, I reflected nonetheless that I wouldn’t 
have picked up a stranger even if I had had four em pty 
seats. It’s been a long tim e now since I have accom­ 
modated a hitchhiker. 


Why? 
Because of the repellent cases I have 
heard about of hitchhikers who have robbed and 
even murdered their benefactors. A couple of years 
ago there were stories of particular stretches of 
road in Utah and New Mexico where the robbing 
and raping and killing of generous car drivers and 
their families was an almost weekly occurrence. 


As I drove out of Norfolk thinking about the in­ 
humanity of anybody who would repay kindness and 
generosity with a revolting assault, I thought back to 
my own young days as a hitchhiker. T hat w as in 1920 
and 1921, when the automobile age w as just getting 
into its stride. I was working in California in an orange 
packing house, and whenever I had any tim e free I 
used to hitchhike from Clarem ont, near Los Angeles, 
down to Palm Springs on the desert. You could always 
count on getting a ride. 
L ater I hitchhiked all over 
Calitornia, through the San Joaquin Valley and up into 
(the great national parks of Sequoia and Yosemite. 
People were not afraid of hitchhikers then, for insofar 
as there was a crim inal elem ent in hobodom it was 
still riding the rods of the freight trains. 
The auto­ 
mobile roads have only recently been spoiled for inno­ 
cent hitchhikers by a vicious elem ent that recognizes 
no obligation to anyone who is kind enough to accom ­ 
modate a stranger by giving him a lift. 
For a safecracker one might have sym pathy. The 
safecracker does not betray generosity 
lf he plans a 
bank robbery, he m ust pit his skill against intricate 
locks, strong steel doors, and electrified burglar alarm 
systems. 
With the safecracker it is strength against 
strength, with no quarter given or asked. I could wish 
him an easy sentence, with tim e off for good behavior. 
But a m an who would take crim inal advantage of 
an adolescent babysitter or a kindly middle-aged car 
driver should get the book thrown at him to the full 
•xtent perm itted by the law.

CLINTON, Tenn It w as a little 
over five years ago th at three 
charges of dynam ite ripped open 
the Clinton High School in the 
foothills of E astern Tennessee in

The 
explosion 
cam e 
at 
the 
height of the desegregation crisis 
and on the very sam e night the 
school hoard of Anderson County 
had met to plan new junior high 
school, its m em bers awoke early 
next morning to find their senior 
high school a m ass of demolished 
cinder block, broken glass, bulg­ 
ing 
walls, 
twisted 
desks 
and 
tables, 
with 
plaster 
scattered 
everywhere. 
D ynam iters with hatred in their 
hearts had torn holes in Ameri­ 
ca’s proud tradition of love thy 
neighbor as thyself. 
Strong men wept as they sur­ 
veyed the wreckage of torn books, 
twisted 
lockers 
that 
once held 
children's 
sw eaters 
and 
lunch 
boxes, and broken glass every­ 
where. 
However, the school board fol­ 
lowed the advice of Gov. Frank 
Clement, “ to show those dyna­ 
miters that Clinton High School 
isn t going to be closed for a 
single day,” by holding classes in 
the gym nasium , then moving to 
an old schoolhouse in Oak Ridge, 
then slowly—without much help 
from W ashington—rebuilding their 
school.

sense, but simply as a deterrent of 
additional national deterrents. 
Each m em ber of the controlling 
board or com m ittee was to have 
a veto on the use of the m ultina­ 
tional force. That m eant an Am er­ 
ican veto, as well a's a lot of 
other vetoes. M ilitarily, therefore, 
it was not at all clear why the 
m ultilateral deterrent would add 
much to the U. S. Strategic Air 
Command. 
Politically and psychologically, 
lo be sure, the scheme offered 
undoubted advantages to the E uro­ 
peans. It would admit them to 
partnership in a 
strategic 
nu­ 
clear strike force — the sign of 
being a top power nowadays. F u r­ 
therm ore, the American nuclear 
w arheads w ere 
to 
be 
handed 
over outright, without any two- 
key-carrying American sergeants 
eternally attached to them. 
Above all, it was hoped that the 
m ultilateral 
deterrent 
schem e 
would keep the Germ ans happy in 
the face of the potential tem pta­ 
tions of Gen. de Gaulle’s force de 
frappe. The scheme was in fact 
w arm ly welcomed in Bonn when 
first presented here some weeks 
ago. 
The G erm an Defense M inistry 
even contributed an am endm ent, 
by suggesting the possible use of 
surface ships to carry the new

deterrents’ missiles, instead of the 
much more costly Polaris sub­ 
m arines. 
This am endm ent was 
tentatively accepted by the P enta­ 
gon before the M erchant mission. 
Nonetheless,

M erchant reached Bonn. The esti­ 
mated price tag was no less than 
$500 million a year for IO years. 
And this huge sum was to he laid 
out for a force whose value was 
prim arily psychological and politi­ 
cal — costly adm an’s gesture, in­ 
deed. 
Stripped of technicalities, w hat 
happened while M erchant was in 
Bonn was fairly simple. The G er­ 
man negotiators headed by De­ 
fense M inister von 
Hassel 
and 


technicians from the Foreign Min­ 
istry were as w arm ly welcoming 
as ever. They cheerfully agreed 
to the Am erican formula for split­ 
ting the bill, one-third 
to 
the 
U. S., one-third to West G erm any, 
and one-third to other contributing 
powers like Italy if Italy joins. 
But they insisted on the unde­ 
sirability of giving each contribut­ 
ing power a veto. They objected 
to what the Am erican negotiators 
described, in super-State D epart- 
m entese, as “ the rule of sovereign 
equality.” What if the Laborite

becam e 
B ritish 
Prim e M inister, the G erm ans ask ­ 
ed, or what if the Italian ‘‘open­ 
ing to the left” went too far to the 
left?

UNIQUE BOOK — Two 1962 
D em ocratic candidates for con­ 
gressional office, one a senator 
and the other a representative, re ­ 
cently found they both had access 
to the sam e cam paign m aterial.

ern, but not Republican Judd? 


KEEP IT SHORT — Sen. H enry 
M. Jackson, D-Wash., one of the 
better getters of publicity in Con­ 
gress, gave some advice recently 
on how to do it. The essence of 
his observation to report-w riters 
was—keep it short! 
Jackson w as speaking before the 
Georgetown U niversity C enter for 
Strategic Studies. He adm onished: 
“ Only half in jest, the m ost im ­ 
portant piece of advice I have for 
you is this: N ever — well, alm ost 
never — bring out a report that is 
more than 20 pages long, In m y 
experience, lf an idea takes m ore 
than 20 pages to explain, no one 
will look at it — and it probably 
isn’t a very good idea anyw ay.” 
That very weekend, a subcom ­ 
m ittee, of which Jackson is ch air­ 
m an. issued a report. By som e 
coincidence 
it 
was 
exactly 
20 
pages long. 


On these grounds, von Hassel 
and his team proposed eventual 
abandonm ent of the veto in favor 
of m ajority rule in the m ultilateral 
deterrent’s controlling com m ittee. 
They did not 
ask 
for 
m ajority 
rule right away. But they did ask 
for it after some years, when 
most of the force would be oper­ 
ational and tested at sea. 
As anyone can see, this quiet 
German 
proposal 
revolutionizes 
the theorizers’ neat schem e. If 
the proposal is adopted, what was 
to have been a m ere deterrent of 
additional 
national 
deterrents, 
governed by a U. S. veto, will 
first of all escape from U. S. 
control though not from U. S. 
influence. 
Secondly, the costly psycholog­ 
ical-political 
gesture 
will 
be 
abruptly 
transform ed 
into 
the 
germ , or first essay, of a Euro­ 
pean deterrent — for Europeans 
will be in overwhelm ing m ajority 
on the control com m ittee. If these 
transform ations are not agreed 
to, it is doubtful w hether the G er­ 
m ans will go forward with the 
scheme. Hence the ball is now 
back in the U. S. governm ent’s 
courtj 


Despite the Congressional and 
other resistance that m ay be ex­ 
pected, 
P resident Kennedy will 
be wise to give prayerful consid­ 
eration to the G erm an proposal. 
To be blunt about it, the W estern 
Alliance is ultim ately doomed un­ 
less the A m erican policym akers 
break their 
own 
long-ingrained 
habit of 
playing 
governess 
to 
Europe. 
That is where Gen. de Gaulle is 
dead right. For Europe, conspicu­ 
ously including G erm any, will in 
the end break out of the West­ 
ern Alliance as now constituted, 
unless W ashington 
concedes 
to 
Europe the fullest equality with 
the United States. To do this, the 
terrible nuclear hurdle m ust some­ 
how be jum ped, and this is what 
the G erm ans have now asked.

Today I revisited the new Clin­

High School 
It displays a 
bronze plaque in the entrance hall 
giving thanks to the thousands of 
A m ericans all over the country 
who sent nickles and dim es and 
dollars to buy “bricks of friend­ 
ship” to rebuild the school 
And those who contributed will 
be interested in knowing that their 
money has been well spent. Prin- 
ciptal W. D 
Human, the strong 
man who wept when he saw his 
school in a sham bles five years 
ago, conducted me. with pride, 
through the new buildings. 
In one basem ent room where 
the dynam iters had struck hard­ 
est, 
Spanish - language 
students 
were listening to Spanish on tape 
recorders and recording their own 
voices to perfect their pronuncia 
tion. 
In the science lab which had 
been dynamited just as new equip­ 
m ent was being moved in. stu­ 
dents had just finished an experi­ 
m ent 
with 
their spick-and-span 
m odern equipment 
In the new 
English 
room, 
students 
were 
studying Dickens—the sam e room 
w here im mediately after the ex­ 
plosion I had discovered a tray of 
barley seedlings with a notice be­ 
side it: “ Don’t bother this experi­ 
m ent—K ermit Jeffress ” 
Strangely the dynam iters who 
destroyed almost everything else 
in the school seemed to heed this 
advice. They did not bother the 
experim ent 
In the old English room, now- 
the stenographic room, girls were 
busy pounding away on modern 
typew riters. When I had visited 
the school after the explosion, a 
notice on the blackboard announ­ 
ced: 
“ English III literature as­ 
signment for November—The new 
nation, the golden age.” and went 
on to list the great w riters and 
poets 
who 
helped 
inspire 
this 
nation in the vigorous years when 
it was uncorroded by hate— I /w ­ 
ell. W hittier. Cooper, Irving, Poe, 
Holmes, Longfellow. 
On the blackboard beside these 
nam es 
was 
w ritten 
“ do 
not 
erase,” and significantly, the hate 
explosion did not erase this list 
of stirring w riters. 
The techniques of teaching have 
changed som ewhat in the new 
schoolhouse, but the invigorating 
literature of those years is still 
being taught and, m ore im portant, 
Clinton High students are follow­ 
ing its lessons. 


The nine Negro children who 
huddled by them selves like scared 
sheep during those early months 
of trial, no longer practice segre­ 
gation. There are 36 of them now, 
out of 1,100 .students, and they 
have become part, of school life. 
One Negro boy is on the basket­ 
ball team . And when I addressed 
the school assembly, the thirty-six 
scattered among their white class­ 
mates. 
I dropped in on the domestic 
science class room. Four girls 
had baked some biscuits—three of 
them white, one colored 
When 
Mr Human asked who had baked 
the biscuits, a white girl replied: 
“ We did.” and waved to include 
the Negro girl as well 
A couple of years ago this would 
not have happened. 
Last year when the senior class 
graduated, 
its 
m em bers 
volun­ 
tarily picked a Negro girl, Sandra 
Hale, to sing the chief m usical 
number. There was some skepti­ 
cism in the comm unity about this 
decision, but cam e graduation day 
and Sandra sang. The response 
was enthusiastic. 
An 
im portant 
barrier had been hurdled. 
Perhaps more 
im portant, the 
rest 
of 
Anderson 
County 
has 
overcome a harrier. Very quietly 
this 
fall 
another 
county 
high 
school was integrated—in Lake 
City. 
This is a mining community 
where Negro students have been 
going by bus to school in Knox­ 
v i l l e and when the tim e cam * 
to intergrate last fall, some of 
them wanted to continue in Knox­ 
ville. They dreaded the shock of 
integration. However, school board 
m em bers 
told 
them : 
“ No, we 
have class room facilities here at 
home and we think the community 
is ready for the change.” 
So the change was made—and 
accepted. 
Another 
im portant 
milestone: 
R. G. Crossno, the dairy m an 
whose milk was boycotted when 
he, as a m em ber of the school 
board, went along with integra­ 
tion, has now won back his cus­ 
tom ers. 
Slowly wounds have healed, hate 
has 
evaporated. 
It 
has 
taken 
tim e. But the little comm unity of 
Clinton has not only rebuilt its 
school as a m onum ent to law and 
order, but has cem ented its hu­ 
m an relations as an example to 
the world that people of different 
faiths and races can live together.

The shorter the mortgage, the 
sooner the owner's equity starts 
to accumulate.

door at the end of the first year. 
These should he strictly 
“ last 
resort" undertakings, better than 
none at all but not as safe as the 
shorter term mortgage that a little 
budget “ squeezing" might make 
possible.

Getty Seeks 
Change In 
Liquor Law 


Slate’s Attorney James S. Getty 
yesterday requested the Allegany 
County delegation to the General 
Assembly to amend an existing 
law 
which 
will 
outlaw 
“ bottle 
clubs” in the county. 
Mr. Getty said a serious situa­ 
tion has developed within the last 
two weeks in Frostburg where a 
so-called “bottle club” has start­ 
ed. He said it is attracting, pri­ 
marily, college students and other 
(young men and women in the 
area, many of whom are under 21 
years of age. This, Mr. Getty said, 
is “morally reprehensible and a 
breeding ground for future trouble 
which can and should be curtail­ 
ed” . 
Mr. Getty in a letter to Del. 
Charles M. See, chairman of the 
county delegation, said; 
“I am 
requesting the Delegation to give 
serious consideration to amend­ 
ing Section 86 (g) of Article 2B of 
the Annotated Code of Maryland 
which 
permits 
so-called 
‘bottle 
clubs’ to operate by the establish­ 
ment selling only setups or other 
component parts of alcoholic bev­ 
erages. 
“ I am opposed to this loophole 
in the law because first it gives 
one 
without 
a 
license 
greater 
latitude than those who pay for 
the privilege of dispensing alco­ 
holic beverages and, in this re­ 
spect, is unfair to alcoholic bever­ 
age licensees. 
“Secondly, 
detection 
and 
en­ 
forcement of violations in ‘bottle 
clubs’ is difficult due to the 
quirement of either a search war­ 
rant or the commission of a mis­ 
demeanor in the presence of an 
officer since searchers without a 
warrant are valid only in licensed 
premises. 
“And, the extension of this ‘bot­ 
tle club’ idea will contribute to 
juvenile delinquency.” 
The state’s attorney’s proposed 
amendment to the existing law 
follows: 
“ In Allegany County it shall be 
unlawful at any time for any per­ 
son to possess or consume any 
alcoholic beverages on any prem­ 
ises not licensed under law which 
are open to the general public, 
any place operated as a club, any 
place of public entertainment, or
